The Meeting was called to order at 12;45pm by Mr. Kreeger. The 
Minutes of the Executive Committee meeting of November 13, 1979 
were approved as submitted. 

The Report of the Building and Grounds Committee was given by Mr. 
Hull, who noted that the Committee has discussed the potential for 
a food operation to be handled by Lansdowne.. Catering, Ltd. 

Dr. Marzio recommended that the Executive Committee review the 
contract proposed by Lansdownsi. To achieve a first-class food 
service operation, capital improvements must be made; an expenditure 
of approximately $90,000 is required for the kitchen renovation and 
climate control of the eating area. 

Mr. Swift questioned the need to have a food service operation in 
an institution committed to art and the School of Art. It was 
noted that other museums, such as the National Gallery of Art, 
have restaurants which bring people into the gallery. The 
restaurant would be moderately priced and the investment could be 
profitable. Mr. Kreeger asked that figures be submitted as to 
the break-even point for this operation. 

Dr. Marzio added that it would be convenient to have an in-house 
caterer for dinners of-less than 100. A motion was approved to 
have the Cafe Committee continue their negotiations with Lansdowne 
and to report the results to the Executive Committee. 

Architect Don Lethbridge appeared before the Committee to submit 
his plans for the Auditorium renovation. He explained that,_.in 
October, he prepared accurate measured drawings of the space. 

The structure was originally a two-story sculpture studio, but was 
remodelled soon after construction of the building. Although 
there are strong architectural characteristics within the space due 
to the colonnades, there are many deficiencies, such as: 

1. Lack of adequate ventilation and heacing system. 

2. Amphitheatre seating not successful; visual angles from 
all seats not good. 

3. Stage does not confrom to shape of room.

While it is used for class purposes, lectures, seminars 
and music, its size dictates its use. It seats 189, but 
Mr. Lethbridge believes this can be increased to 195-6 
seats.
